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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: While applicants assert that the specification 
provides scope for the term "about," the data from the Tables donot fully define the scope with respect to any specific numbers, i.e., 
"about 0.4," "about 0.5," etc. With regard to the prior art rejection, Fuji teaches the use of a single enzyme, which would exclude the use 
of the protease. The fact that Fuji is silent as to the use of the disclosed process to produce beer is not defective as applicants admit that 
beer is filtered and said filters are cleaned. Lastly, Bolay teaches the well known monitoring of the streaming potential to predict filter 
clogging.. 
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
